Then where the 
necessity of sending this new force into 
Mexico. 
The main object of these wish- 


es, he believed was patronage—the grat- 
ification of friends. 


The bill would render necessary the

To the objert for which this war was 


prosecuted—the bringing of new States 
into the Union—he was opposed. 
He 


was opposed to bringing new States into 
the Union from foreign territories, East 
West, North or South. 
He would re- 


ject all—and if the question were put to 
him to-day, whether he would have 
peace with new States, he would say no! 


For there was no reason whatever to 


believe that we could obtain as speedy, 
as safe, and as honorable peace without 
as with territory. 
Mexico does not wish, 


us to take her territory—she yields it re- 
luctantly—and every man here knew it. 


And if the Trist paper was rejected by 


Mexico, it would be in consequence of 
the reluctance of the Mexican Congress 
or the Mexican people to give up their 
territory. They preferred to keep their 
territory, and that we should keep our 
money—just as he preferred thai we 
should keep our money, and she should 
keep her territory. 


He denied that the people of the Uni- 


ted States, in concluding a treaty of 
peace, desired the acquisition of territory 
—and such territory. 
Through 
the 


South and West, he believed there was 
no general feeling in favor of taking'ter- 
ritory, and such he believed the prepon- 
derating sentiments at the North. 


He knew no reason then, why the 


purpose of the President should control 
them, any more than that their purpose 
should control him. 
He would stand 


out, it was said, against them, and were 
they afraid to stand out against him.— 
He was willing lo go to the people on 
this issue, or on the issue whether wa 
shall or shall not take territory. 


If the constitution was to be broken 


down, let it be the act of the people, not 
his. 
But he did nol distrust the people, 


He was willing to submit it to them, 
whether they will take territory, paying 
for it a thousand limes more than it is 
worth, or whether they will take peace 
without territory. 


But the truth could not be concealed 


that we trembled before Executive pow- 
er. 
Mr. Polk would take nothinu but 


this, and we feared that if we opposed, 
the King's anger would be kindled,— 
And who was Mr. Polk? 
He meant not 


disrespect. 
He was in the last year of 


his official term, and in two short months 
events might occur which would render 
bis wishes of very little consequence.— 
We were on the eve of a Presidential 
nomination. 


It might be that Mr. Polk would re- 


ceive again the nomination of his party ; 
but if not, his position and influence 
would be as insignificant as any of theirs. 
Who then would care for the consistency 
of the present incumbent? Manifest des- 
tiny will then have pointed out some oth- 
er man, as only fit to be at the head of 
this government. 
Therefore it was that 


he did nol ascribe any particular conse- 
quence to the will of the present Exec- 
utive in lhe. matter. 


He wished, like Zachary Taylor, at 


the battle of Buena Vista, that they had 
the prudence to "feel the enemy," before 
acting, and if they did so, he believed 
that, as in the other case, they would 
find him on his way to San Luis Potosi!' 
From the annexation of Texas down tr> 
this moment, he had opposed the annex- 
ation of new territory to lhe

Union. 


He then explained his position, in Mr, 


Tyler's cabinet, on the Texas question* 
fie saw subsequently in 1843, when not 
in public life, that the annexation of Tex- 
as was the settled purpose of the admin- 
istration, and he had then deemed it his 
duty to let the public know his views- 
thereon. 
Just before the coming in of 


the present administralion, when the res- 
olutions for the annesalion of Texas were 
before tho Senate, he had again taken 
the opportunity, as a member of that 
body, to express his views in opposition 
to the annexation of new territory, and 
he here reiterated the views which he 
had there expressed.
